Welcome to Kolbe & Fanning’s Sale 139, featuring selections from the libraries of Margo 
Russell and Raymond Hale, among other properties. The sale features a nice selection of 
books on ancient and foreign coins, as well as a strong and varied offering of works on U.S. 
numismatics. 

Margo Russell is a name well-known to many in this country. She 
served as the editor of Coin World from 1962 to 1985, having joined 
its staff in 1960 as assistant editor. Russell came from a journalism 
background and was of the school (largely abandoned these days) 
that considered journalism a form of public service. Rather than be 
content to sit at her desk in Sidney, Ohio, Margo Russell became 
in many ways the public face of the hobby, and was a tireless advo¬ 
cate for coin collectors and their concerns. She testified on many 
occasions before Congress and various governmental committees, 
and did so not to promote her own ego or agenda but to convey to 
the powers that be what it is we do and want. Her personal charm 
was such that she befriended many whom she first met in purely 
professional contexts: Mint Directors Eva Adams and Donna Pope 
became especially dear friends, as did Chief Engraver Frank Gas- 

parro. The many effusive inscriptions from authors of the books in her library attest to the 
esteem in which she was held. It is ironic that her own publication, Coin World, taking the 
more ephemeral form of the newspaper, is not present here. Voted as No. 7 on the Numis¬ 
matic Bibliomania Society’s list of the 100 greatest items of U.S. numismatic literature, it is 
rarely encountered in numismatic libraries due to the sheer bulk it would present, to say 
nothing of the storage challenges involved. Its influence on the community of U.S. numis¬ 
matists, however, remains strong to this day—due in large part to her leadership during her 
tenure as editor. 

The name of Raymond Hale is not as well known to collectors. He was a friend of the 
firm as well as a customer, and would call every so often to talk with this cataloguer. 

We would discuss business for a few minutes—and get off the phone half an hour later. 

We talked about baseball at least as much as coins. His death last year at age 50 came as 
a very unpleasant surprise. While we’ve enjoyed seeing once again a number of books 
he had purchased from us over the years, we miss the phone calls. His passing un¬ 
derscores the notion that were only the temporary caretakers of the items we collect. 

Ray took good care of his books, as the next set of temporary caretakers will discover.

2. All lots will be sold to the highest bidder. All bids (whether placed online or by mail, fax, email or phone) will be treated as limits and lots will 
be purchased below these limits where competition permits. Lots will be sold on the date of the online sale. 

3. Absentee bidders should be mindful that bids submitted in irregular increments may be rounded to a lower bid to comply with the online 
platform’s established bidding increments. 

4. Unless exempt by law, the buyer will be required to pay 7.5% sales tax on the total purchase price of all lots delivered in Ohio. Purchasers may 
also be liable for compensating use taxes in other states, which are solely the responsibility of the purchaser.

A charming volume bring¬ 
ing together two of the most important sales of the 1840s, the Duke 
of Devonshire collection (both parts) and the extensive collection of 
the Earl of Pembroke. Illustrations of the famous Pembroke collection, 
belonging to Thomas Herbert, 8th Earl of Pembroke, were published a 
century earlier, in 1746, featuring the first known engravings of Ameri¬ 
can colonial coins, including the Lord Baltimore six pence and groat, 
Massachusetts Willow Tree threepence, sixpence and shilling, Oak Tree 
twopence, Carolina Elephant token and the infamous Good Samaritan 
shilling. This last coin is described in the catalogue at hand as follows: 
“By the dextrous use of a punch, some artist has contrived to produce 
on this rubbed coin, a worn representation of the group of the Good 
Samaritan, and the words FAC. SIMILE., which has given rise to much 
discussion.” Manville & Robertson page 85 (Devonshire) and 91 (Pem¬ 
broke): “Greek and perhaps other series cat. by T. Burgon.”

An early draft of this masterful study, never published. A longer, more 
developed, annotated typescript appeared in the Ford Library sale 
(Kolbe Sale 93, lot 425), where it sold for $2400 hammer. That the pres¬ 
ent version is complete is attested to by the conclusion on page 57, which 
is followed by a fairly emphatic “The End.” It is unillustrated, though a 
key to the planned illustrations is present. The extensive handwritten 
annotations and the insertion of pages with numbers like 45-A into the 
manuscript give some idea of Douglas’s composition process. In addi¬ 
tion to the longer manuscript in the Ford sale, another later draft resides 
in the American Numismatic Society Library, and was the source of 
three brief extracts appearing in the Colonial Newsletter in 1969. Sub¬ 
sequently, writes Michael Hodder, “Douglas’ MS was distributed to pa¬ 
trons of the CNL Foundation in the early 1970s. Their comments were 
edited, footnoted, and collected as annotations to Douglas’ MS and the 
whole ‘published’ through authorized copies sent to different research¬ 
ers/collectors.” The present version—the earliest known—is not one of 
these edited reproductions, and is quite desirable as an unpublished 
manuscript by a prominent numismatic researcher.

He is best known for 
his coin designs, which include the Lincoln Memorial cent reverse, the 
Kennedy half dollar reverse, and both sides of both the Eisenhower and 
SBA dollars (excepting the bicentennial reverse for the former). He also 
worked widely as a medalist, both privately and in his capacity as a Mint 
employee. Gasparro and Russell were friends for many years, and his 
letters here indicate his appreciation of Russell’s support of his work at 
the Mint, especially his work on the SBA dollar. The publics widespread 
rejection of the coin hurt Gasparro both personally and professionally, 
and Russell’s support of the coin and its artist were firm. “I appreciate 
your kind efforts to see that the Susan B. Anthony Dollar gets a fair 
deal thru your columns,” he wrote in a July 25,1979 letter marked PER- 
SONAL-NOT FOR PRINTING. “I have worked very hard to make the 
art work a success. (125) plasters, back and forth to its final stage.” On 
January 18,1980, he wrote, “I want you to know how much I appreciate 
your efforts on behalf of the Anthony dollar. Its future is still undeter¬ 
mined but we are hoping it will catch on. It is hard to understand why 
the women’s movements did not get behind it considering its signifi¬ 
cance.”

A nicely bound, attractive set of perhaps the most lavishly executed work 
on American numismatics ever published. The author relates in the intro¬ 
ductory text “that Mr. Jefferson, as early as 1789, entertained the idea of 
publishing an account of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but 
it remained for Loubat to publish the first extensive work on the topic. In 
1908, the American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous work 
on the Official Medals struck by the authority of the United States marked 
an epoch in our medallic history.” This is the second state of the first edi¬ 
tion, with a revised title page and with the eight pages of testimonials (one 
dated April 1879) bound in after the text. A resident of New York City, 
Loubat inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 review from the New- 
York Sun notes that, “instead of squandering his life in social or profligate 
idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of yachting and to the study of 
that branch of numismatics which deals with medals.” Loubat was also 
an early benefactor of American historical and numismatic research and, 
as the title suggests, was an inveterate “joiner.” Cleveland Amory’s 1960 
Who Killed Society? contains a most entertaining account of Loubat’s fa¬ 
mous 1881 brouhaha with the Union Club of New York. He had recently 
become one of ten lifetime members after tendering a payment of $1,000. 
Verbally sparring at the club with a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits 
of matrimony, Loubat responded to the query of why he was not married: 
“Nobody would have me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired 
why he did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. 
Loubat allegedly replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying 
for ten years to — her daughter?” The word or phrase used by the Duke 
was never made public but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman 
and was expelled from the Club. At one point in the controversy Loubat 
was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after 
litigation in 1886, Loubat never again passed through the Union Club door, 
though he lived until 1927.

Perhaps Mehl took a 
few early copies of the eighth edition of the Encyclopedia with him, or, 
having met Wayte Raymonds binder, sent them to be bound after his 
return. The patterned endpapers present in this copy are virtually iden¬ 
tical to those favored by Raymond at the time (and as found in some 
hardbound copies of Adams & Woodin’s 1913 work on patterns and the 
deluxe edition of the 1913 Adams work on California gold). The endpa¬ 
pers, decorative lettering, and the very outlay of a fair amount of cash to 
bind a book seemingly not otherwise worth it, argue for official status, 
either for presentation purposes or as a personal memento. Having not 
seen another identical example, it is impossible for the cataloguer to be 
certain, but circumstances point in that direction. Should this turn out 
to be a Mehl-sanctioned binding, the estimate is surely too low; if not, 
the eighth edition appears to be quite scarce, and it should be worth a 
fair amount of the estimate based on that factor alone.

Lilliputian in stature and colorless in terms of personality, he adopted 
a business plan that relied on creativity and promotion. Quite obvi¬ 
ously, Mehl did not realize that he was licked before he started. He just 
knew that it was a lot more fun to sell coins than to sell shoes. From 
there, he took it one step at a time.” Mehl solved his problems with a 
massive advertising program, the likes of which had never been seen 
before in the numismatic community. His advertising in numismatic 
publications was fairly routine for a major dealer of the time though 
his direct mailings to coin collectors were extensive. Mehls advertising 
in the most popular national publications, however, was unparalleled. 
He became the most famous American coin dealer ever and did more 
to popularize coin collecting among the masses than any other person, 
before or since. Of his numismatic publications, Mehls ubiquitous Rare 
Coin Encyclopedia provided a steady source of income, his Numismatic 
Monthly deservedly brought respectability, and his series of auction sale 
catalogues spanning fifty years allowed him to handle far more than 
his share of the great American coin collections of the day. This group 


includes a number of Mehls most important sales: indeed, 17 of the 
29 auctions present are rated A+, A or A- overall by Adams. Some of 
the most important include those of: H.O. Granberg (1913); William 
Forrester Dunham (1941); Belden E. Roach (1944); William C. Atwa¬ 
ter (1946); Frederic W. Geiss (1947); Will W. Neil (1947); King Farouk 
(1948 and 1951) and others.

With this well-pro¬ 
duced work Mehl raised the importance of the fixed price catalogue 
to a new level, though not without considerable controversy.

H. Clapp, among others, was critical, writing “Have never seen a 
catalog with more false and/or misleading statements.” It should be 
noted that Clapp and Mehl were hardly friends. Legend has it that 
Clapp once told Mehl that he was mendacious, and, apparently un¬ 
aware of the word’s meaning, Mehl thanked him! Nonetheless, the 
French catalogue, though overloaded with the usual Mehl hyperbole 
and malapropisms, is still important to large cent collectors. At the 
time, sales from the catalogue were less than a commercial triumph, 
though it featured wonderful large cents. Many of the coins ap¬ 
peared years later in various Mehl sales and others changed hands 
for considerably less than the original asking prices. Doubtless, the 
beginning of the Depression was not a good time to sell coins. On 
balance, however, with this attractive production Mehl raised the 
importance of the fixed price catalogue to a new level and helped 
to further broaden interest in this staple of American numismatics. 
Despite this fine gesture on Mehls part, all was subsequently not 
“sweetness and light” with Albert Grinnell. Writing in 1943 to James 
Macallister, shortly after selling Grinnell’s coin collection and paper 
money duplicates, Mehl notes: “Am sure you’ll be interested to know 
that the Grinnell sale went over very nicely, — far better than I had 
hoped. The coins sold at what I consider right now, at almost crazy 
prices; just about full catalog and much over... Of course, I doubt 
very much whether the owner will be satisfied, as I doubt if the Al¬ 
mighty himself could please him.” Indeed, when Grinnell’s unparal¬ 
leled paper money was offered in a series of landmark auctions from 
1944 to 1946, Barney Bluestone was chosen to handle the sales.

This special edition was little known until the appearance of the 
striking full-color illustration on the cover of the 1986 Robin¬ 
son Brown, Jr. sale catalogue, reportedly depicting the R.E. Naf- 
tzger copy. Until the appearance of an inscribed copy, the exact 
number of deluxe copies made appears to have been unknown 
and, of the ten copies issued, about half are currently known to have 
survived. Concerning Newcomb and this work, Dr. Sheldon wrote: 

“during the first quarter of the twentieth century and until his death 
in 1945, Howard R. Newcomb was so closely identified with the big 
cents that to mention cents was to mention Newcomb... The United 
States Cents of the Years 1801-1802-1803 ... marks a milestone in the 
cent literature. Approaching a field which had been left almost in chaos 
by the Doughty book, Newcomb assembled a vast quantity of numis¬ 
matic material, ordered and reordered it, finally set up a new classi- 
ficational system and a list which seemed adequate; and after testing 
the new list for upwards of a decade, published. The verdict of time on 
this work has been favorable.” Henry Hines appears first in the roster 
of those acknowledged by Newcomb in the preface, as follows: “This 
publication has been made possible only by the hearty cooperation and 
help by the loan of their collections of the following gentlemen...” The 
special edition at hand is accompanied by correspondence and other 
materials that amply confirm Hines’s wide-ranging cooperation with 
Newcomb. Included are: five pages of descriptions written in pencil by 
Hines, describing in great detail twenty-six of his 1802 cents, appar¬ 
ently returned to him with Newcombs notes on condition, variety, etc.; 
seven pages of descriptions written in pencil by Hines, describing in 
great detail thirty-eight of his 1803 cents, also apparently returned to 
him with Newcombs notes on condition, variety, etc.; seven sheets of 
handwritten and typewritten compilations/descriptions of 1801, 1802, 

& 1803 cents in the Hines collection; Hines’s carbon copy of an October 
2,1924 letter to Howard Newcomb reading in part: “I am sending you 
today by American Railway Express sixty pieces of 1801’s and 1802’s... 

I will get my 1803’s together within the next day or so and ship them... 

While we are engaged in it, let us make it [your work] the best exposi¬ 
tion on these several series extant... and it will be a splendid aid and 
stimulation not only to the present collectors but to those who follow in 
the study of United States cents”; a typewritten June 8,1925 letter from 



Howard Newcomb to Hines informing him of the return of his 1801 
cents, noting that “I appreciate very much your letting me have these 
pieces again,” apparently to aid a last-minute rearrangement; a hand¬ 
written May 25, 1925 letter from Newcomb to Hines, accompanied 
by a photograph of the obverse on “the ‘new’ 1802 Cent,” describing 
the “considerable trouble” Newcomb was experiencing in adequately 
photographing it; a handwritten June 22, 1925 letter from Newcomb 
to Hines concerning an 1803 cent; a handwritten February 20, 1928 
letter from Walter W. Garrabrant to “Dear Friend Harry,” reading in 
part: “Just a line to tell you I have among my duplicates of 1803 the 
variety Newcomb calls unique, of which he recently sent me a descrip¬ 
tion of same. The reverse is entirely different from any other 1803. Look 
among your duplicates and see if you can find it”; a typewritten Febru¬ 
ary 2, 1931 letter on attractive stationery, signed in ink, from B. Max 
Mehl to Hines, offering “the 1803 Cent, the newly discovered variety, 
N 24/5=S with perfect reverse die”; and a handwritten August 7, 1931 
to Hines from James G. Macallister about various early cents, reading 
in part: “The 1803 N. #24 belongs to Clapp. He paid $180 for it from 
Sears. It is about Unc. Newcomb had first chance to buy it and turned it 
down.” It would certainly seem obvious that this copy of the deluxe edi¬ 
tion belonged to Hines, but for the fact that another copy of the deluxe 
edition, with Hines’s name impressed in gilt on the front cover, was part 
of the John J. Ford, Jr. library sold in 2004 (Kolbe Sale 93, lot 693). If any 
man were going to be presented with two copies of the deluxe edition, 
however, that man was Hines, and there is no reason to think that this 
copy, married as it is with correspondence to and from Hines, did not 
belong to him.

Founded in 1968 as an organization for numismatic writers, the Numis¬ 
matic Literary Guild remains an active organization today. Membership 
was initially kept rather small in number—but Coin World editor Margo 
Russell was an obvious pick to be one of the first members invited to 
join. Substantial runs of the NLG Newsletter are rarely offered, with the 
earlier issues being especially difficult to find. Perhaps more important 
here, however, are some of the early organizational letters written by 
founder Lee Martin to Margo Russell. The first, dated January 19, 1968, 
must be one of the first letters written on NLG letterhead. It includes 
the following postscript: “I do hope fellow members will begin the use 
the N.L.G. after their by-lines. (Will the editors allow this????)” Initial 
goals for the organization involved the development of a library of coin 
photographs and negatives for use by numismatic writers and the pub¬ 
lication of a monthly newsletter as a means of communication amongst 
such researchers. Though affiliated professionally with COINage, Mar¬ 
tin recognized the vital role a weekly publication like Coin World could 
play in getting the NLG off the ground, and he was careful to always 
keep Russell in the loop regarding the NLG’s activities. A fascinating 
group of material.

Early issues of this bibliographically tricky publication. It began life in 
April 1949 as The Medal Collectors’ Cooperative. This modest publication 


was published for four issues before the establishment of the Orders and 
Medals Society of America in 1950, at which time the publication became 
The Medal Collector and began again at Vol. 1, No. 1. This lasted for four 
volumes (the bound volume offered here is from this era). At this point, 
probably due to insufficient funds, the format of the publication changed. 
The less-impressive new publication was at first titled The Medal Collector 
Bulletin, causing the numbering to begin again with the Vol. 1, Nos. 1-3 
(Jan.-Mar. 1954) issue. With the Vol. 2, No. 4 (April 1955) issue, the Bul¬ 
letin fell off the title with little fanfare, with the publication reverting to its 
original title but causing confusion in the ranks of the bibliographically 
minded. The two loose issues offered here are from this era. If this were 
not enough, in 1958 it was apparently felt that having started again at Vol. 

1 in 1954 had been a mistake, so the four volumes of the original series 
were added to the four so far published of the second series, making the 
1958 volume Vol. 9 and the more OCD-ish among us clutch our heads. 
All told, there were several changes of name and format before the strug¬ 
gling periodical was safely treading water. It continues its existence today 
as the Journal of the Orders and Medals Society of America. The longevity 
of the publication can be ascribed to the same attribute that made its early 
years difficult: its strict focus on orders, decorations and medals. Never 
among the most popular areas of numismatics, the earlier volumes are 
decidedly scarce and the first four volumes downright rare (the Bass/Fuld 
set began with the 1954 volume).

The 
twelve attendees, all captured in a color photograph reproduced in the 
catalogue, were Walter Breen (resplendent in tie-dye), Ed Sarrafian, Jeff 
Rock, Jim Goudge, Don Mituzas, Steve Tanenbaum, Tom Rinaldo, Rob¬ 
ert Martin, Mike Ringo, Dave Townson, Rob Retz and Dr. Michael Spen¬ 
cer. Cleverly composed, anyone reading the catalogue will themselves 
soon be in stitches. The fourteen terms of sale are all amusing; number 
10, for example, states that the “losing party in any dispute arising as a 
result of this sale will be subject to arbitrary binding—unless he likes 
it.” The coins were catalogued by Walter Breen and Jeff Rock, with each 
lot description written in their hands in black and blue ink on a small 
Howard Johnson note slip (reproduced, some in reduced format, in the 
catalogue). Enlarged illustrations of some of the coins are also present 
in the catalogue. There were no great rarities here; lot 17 brought the 
highest price of $310, and lot 21 brought only $25. The commentary, 
however, is priceless. After lot 1, it is noted that “This coin has been sub¬ 
mitted numerous times to Breen’s Braille Grading Service.” Lot 3: “There 
is no truth to the rumor that a young Bob Vlack posed for this coin, 
and we really wish collectors would stop referring to it as the ‘Vlack 
Head’ variety.” Lot 9: “Noted collector William Anton, Jr. observes that 
a specimen of this variety in his collection is double-struck, off-center 
and clipped, over a New Jersey copper (Maris 69-W) partial brockage 
cap, itself struck over a counterstamped Low-145 Hard Times token, 
proving that the Elizabethtown mint operated well into the 1830’s. Or, it 
could be a piece of charcoal.” Lot 16: “This is a hitherto unknown speci¬ 
men of an extremely common variety.”

Of enormous importance for colonial and state coinages, most espe¬ 
cially the New Jersey coppers. Rare with the Preface and especially with 
the Circular included. Best known today for his seminal work on the 
New Jersey pieces, Maris also is credited with the first serious works on 
the die varieties of 1794 U.S. large cents. The sale appears to have gener¬ 
ated some controversy. Maris issued a Circular on May 15,1886, present 
in this copy, announcing that his collection was to be sold at the auction 
house of Stan. V. Henkels of Philadelphia. Maris writes in this circular 
that “The most important of the Colonials will comprise my entire col¬ 
lection of the coins of New Jersey. This will include specimens, or cop¬ 
ies of all known New Jerseys, of undoubted genuineness, together with 
some counterfeits of that period. Also, those which were struck over 
the Connecticut, Vermont, Nova Constellatio, English, Irish and French 
coppers; one in brass; one in a mixed metal; one with a small piece of 
silver in the plow handle; and many other pieces showing fracture of the 
dies.” In an unusual move, Maris catalogued his collection himself. This 
apparently irritated some coin dealers, who resented this intrusion onto 
their turf. The October 1886 issue of the American Journal of Numismat¬ 
ics reported that, “although the name of a New York dealer [Smith] was 
placed on the title page, that gentleman did ‘not own a single piece in it,’ 
and Dr. Maris was ‘driven to the necessity of placing it there by the at¬ 
titude of other dealers, who protested against a collector cataloguing his 
own collection.’” Smith’s name appears on the separately printed Preface, 
but only at the bottom of the title page of the catalogue itself (which 


reads “With the Compliments of H.P. Smith”); and on most copies seen, 
even that line is lacking. Charles Davis, in his catalogues of the Champa 
library, has suggested that it was the Chapman brothers who protested 
at Maris preparing his own catalogue, noting that they ceased holding 
their auction sales at Henkels shortly after this sale. Smith’s Preface ac¬ 
knowledges “material assistance from the owner, in the preparation of 
the Catalogue.” (There are also references throughout the sale referring 
to Maris in the third person, though these may have been written by 
Maris.) Smith discusses the issue of plated catalogues, stating that “I 
have had 50 Catalogues made, containing six plates.” It is generally felt 
that far fewer than this were issued, as the number of surviving cop¬ 
ies has been estimated as fewer than ten. The New Jersey coppers were 
purchased en masse by T. Harrison Garrett through his agent Harold 
Newlin for $551 (he had been offered the collection directly by Maris 
for $1000 earlier). One of the most important sales of the 19th century.

CURIOSITIES. The Remaining Antiques From Long’s Museum Sold at 
Auction. The last remaining relics of Long’s Museum, once a famous 
Southwark institution, were sold at auction yesterday afternoon by M. 
Thomas 8r Sons in the art gallery of their establishment on Fourth street. 
When the curiosities of the museum were sold in November last the 
bidding was so light that the articles put up went at a great sacrifice and 
many of the curiosities were held over until yesterday in the hope of 
making more profitable sales. The crowd that assembled at the auction 


yesterday afternoon was composed principally of antiquarians and mu¬ 
seum agents. Among the bidders were Thomas Donaldson, J.P. Smith, 
Roman Cattara, A.M. Smith, John Caster, A.C. Brown and Mrs. Low, of 
Norristown, who owns a large and valuable collection of curiosities. The 
principal articles sold were relics of the Revolutionary War and the great 
Rebellion, consisting of old currency, guns, swords, pikes, shells, Union 
and Confederate flags, old newspapers, pieces of wood and coins. The 
prices received were very small. A block of wood from the Penn Trea¬ 
ty Tree was sold for fifteen cents; an anchor from the frigate Alliance 
brought $2.50; a piece of a bell from the man-of-war Merrimac brought 
thirty cents, and bricks from a chapel at Jamestown, Va., brought twen¬ 
ty-five cents. A section of a cannon on board the Monitor and other 
naval mementoes brought similar prices. A lot of minerals, books, en¬ 
gravings and magazines and two large dingy old paintings, representing 
“Danae and the Golden Shower” and “Diana” were knocked down at 
very low figures.”

The Suffolk Bank: The First U.S. Bank History

recent bibliography of the subject. The Suffolk bank was instrumental in 
curbing many of the excesses of Wildcat banking during the State bank note 
era of the first half of the nineteenth century. “The ‘Suffolk System,’ though 
not recognized in our banking law, has proved to be the great safe-guard 
to the public. Whatever objections may exist to this ‘system’ in theory, its 
practical operation is to keep the circulation of our banks within the bounds 
of safety. No sound bank can have any well-founded reason for refusing to 
redeem its bills in Boston, and a bank that is not sound cannot long do busi¬ 
ness under that system, and ceases to be in good credit when it is ‘thrown 
out at the Suffolk’” —Report of Bank Commissioners of Maine, Decem¬ 
ber 31,1857. Essentially, the Suffolk Bank became a redemption center for 
banks throughout New England, helping to control the excess currency 
issues of underfunded country banks. David Rice Whitney was President 
of the Bank when this work was published. In the Preface, he writes: “The 
following sketch was written with no intention of entering into a vindica¬ 
tion of the Suffolk Bank System. The benefits conferred upon the currency 
of New England by the Suffolk Bank are now universally acknowledged; 
the ill feelings against it, arising sometimes from personal but oftener from 
pecuniary considerations, have long since passed away; and the incorpora ¬ 
tion of its system of redemption into the present National Bank Act shows 
that its fundamental principle, that a bank currency to be sound must be 
redeemable on demand, still survives.” Dillistin 15. Sullivan 628.

A scarce and important illustrated record of Wiirtzbach’s notable col¬ 
lection, prepared for presentation purposes. Wiirtzbach apparently gave 
out few copies, however, and most were probably distributed after his 
death in 1947. Wiirtzbach dedicated his work “To the lovers and col¬ 
lectors of the most interesting and historically the most important is¬ 
sues of all our colonial and United States coinage.” The excellent plates 
remain useful for establishing pedigrees. Depicted are coins once in the 
collections of famous numismatists such as Finotti, McCoy, Mickley, 
Clay, Bushnell, Davis, Cleneay, Parmelee, Whitman, Winsor, Mills, H.P. 
Smith, Stickney, Gschwend, Zabriski, Earle, Parsons, Bement, Jackman, 
Jenks, Ten Eyck, Brand, Clapp, Ellsworth, Hall, Granberg, Col. Green, 
Guttag, Newcomer, Ryder, DeWitt Smith, Newcomer, T. James Clarke, 
Stearns, W.S. Lincoln and Dr. Clay. Wiirtzbach’s collection was pur¬ 
chased by T. James Clarke, passed in turn to F.C.C. Boyd, and thence 
to John J. Ford, Jr., finally being dispersed in the remarkable October 
18, 2004 Stack’s sale. The portfolios binding is fragile, and copies are 
frequently encountered with one or both covers detached. Intact copies 
such as this are uncommon.

That this copy is inscribed to longtime Coin World editor Margo 
Russell makes it all the more special.
